Proposition

St. Louis. Mo., March 27.—The pro­ 


position of attacking the recently en­ 


acted county unit local option law 
by means of the referendum has not 
been denitely decided by the Missouri 
wholesale liquor dealers, 
who 
met 
yesterday afternoon in the Planters’ 
hotel. 
F. A. Hugo, vice president of 
the association, said the subject has 
been discussed, but no move to head 
off the enforcement of the law' has 
been taken by the association as a 
body. 
“It is pretty hard to ascertain just 
what the county unit law' will do.” 
said Hugo. 
“The same thing might 
be said of a democratic legislature. 
All of the talk on attacking the law' 
by means of the referendum has been 
informal and the association has ap 
To keep track ot the mon in pointed no committee or taken no 
steps to procure signers to petitions.” 
County unit advocates estimate the 
law as passed by the democratic leg­ 
islature and signed by Governor E. 
W. Major would serve to place sev­ 
eral more counties of Missouri in the 
“dry” column. Opponents of the mea­ 
sure have declared it is the opening 
wedge for state-wide prohibition. 
Should the liquor interests procure 
the names for a referendum petition 
it would halt the enforcement of the 
law' until November, 1914, when the 
people w’ould be called on to ratify or 
reject the action of the legislature. 
It would be necessary to get 8 per 
cent of the qualified voters of two- 
thirds of the congressional districts 
within ninety days in order to sus­ 
pend the day.
